T IE borough’s 

frontline services 
will be protected 
and its streets kept 
clean and green in the 
coming year’s budget, 
despite continued cuts by 
the Government. 

As the Council gave 
its backing to the annual 
budget at a meeting 
on 2 March, Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe, said 
it would save a further 


£22million in 2016/17, 
meaning the local 
authority must now work 
with £llOmillion less a 
year than in 2010. 

Meanwhile, rising 
costs and increased 
demand for services has 
added £42million of 
expenditure which needs 
to be found each year. 

To help meet the 
challenge, it was agreed 
to increase Council Tax 


for the first time in more 
than a decade. 

The two per cent hike 
will go towards funding 
the rising cost of services 
for older and disabled 
residents. However, other 
reductions will mean that 
average bills will rise by 
less than £1 a year. 

Mayor Pipe warned 
further cuts would be 
necessary in future years 
and that every area of 


Council spending was 
being scrutinised. 

He added: “In spite 
of the challenges, we’ve 
agreed a budget which 
I believe reflects 
residents’ priorities. 

“It will see our streets 
kept clean, our green 
spaces maintained, 
continued weekly waste 
collections, as well 
as ambitious projects 
including the provision of 


over 1,260 extra primary 
school places, two new 
secondary schools and 
3,000 new homes. 

“But above all, this 
budget seeks to protect 
the most important 
services we provide, 
which is care and support 
for our most vulnerable 
adults and children.”

Hope for homeless 


ML FORMER 
»homeless person 
described how 
*^^™ondon’s first 
one-stop shop for 
vulnerable people has 
given her ‘hope where 
there was none’. 

Rashida Hermitt has 
been helped to find 
accommodation, and access 
benefits, as well as pastoral 
support thanks to the 
pioneering Single Homeless 
Hub, based at The 
Greenhouse walk-in centre, 
in Tudor Road, Hackney. 

The new hub, which 
launched on 1 March after 
a six-month trial, brings 
together health, housing 
and care experts under one 
roof for the first time. 

Rashida, 28, said: “My 
life was hectic, now it’s 
proper calm and stable. I 
have hope where there was 
none. I am able to see a 
future where I didn’t see 
one before.” 

The Greenhouse, a 
centre run jointly by the

homelessness charity and 
the NHS since 2007, is 
well-known to vulnerable 
residents, and voluntary and 
community organisations 
across the borough. But 
Council housing officers 
and Thames Reach staff 
had worked at different 
locations, until now. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Hackney Council’s Cabinet 


Member for Housing, 
said: “This new integrated 
hub - the first of its 
kind in London - brings 
together a range of experts 
permanently for the first 
time. It is all about giving 
vulnerable and homeless 
people the best help 
possible.” 

The hub aims to prevent 
homelessness, engage 
further with hard-to-reach 



rough sleepers, street users, 
homeless and vulnerable 
people, improve access 
to benefits and income, 
and increase access to 
employment, training and 
volunteering. 

Jeremy Swain, Thames 
Reach Chief Executive, said: 
“Dealing with a person’s 
full range of needs by 
bringing together different 
teams from the voluntary 
sector, local authority and 
health is often talked about 
yet rarely accomplished. 

“We have demonstrated 
it is achievable and that 
the results in terms of 
homelessness prevention 
and an improved quality 
of life are impressive and 
inspiring.”

Homeless people offered new 
credit notes for volunteering 


A BRAND new currency has been launched in Hackney - 
exclusively for the use of homeless people. 

As of this month, residents of St Mungo’s hostel in Mare 
Street can use Time Credit Notes, developed by the charity 
in partnership with Hackney Clinical Commissioning Group 
and social enterprise organisation Spice. 

The scheme allows homeless people to earn the notes by 
volunteering to do jobs like cooking, cleaning and website 
maintenance. They can then spend their earnings on 
leisure activities at participating venues, including cinema 
trips and visits to art galleries, the Tower of London or 
Hackney Empire. 

The new notes feature an image of two figures embracing 
and were designed by internationally renowned street 
artist Stik, who was himself once a resident at St Mungo’s. 
“Everyone wakes up with the same amount of time, no 
matter what your background, skills or experience,” 
explained Spice CEO Becky Booth. Adding: “So why not 
build an economy where time is shared and exchanged to 
develop your community?” 


H NDREDS of 
sidents of all 
iths flocked to 
e North London 
Mosque to enjoy its first 
ever open day. 

Local councillors, rabbis 
and priests were among 
the 300 visitors to the 
mosque, known as Masjid- 
E-Quba. One of Hackney’s 
oldest mosques, it has 
occupied its current site 
on Cazenove Road in 
Stamford Hill since 1978. 

Short talks explained the 
building’s main features, 
while visitors were invited 
to take part in Q&A 
sessions held in the main 
prayer hall, decorated with 
hundreds of Turkish blue- 
glazed tiles. 

Zakkaria Sayed, 
spokesperson for the 
event, said: “We were 
overwhelmed by the 
number of people who took 
time to attend the event.

Feedback was excellent and 
people who attended stated 
that they learnt so much 
about our community and 
the function of the mosque. 

“Some told me that 
they were so happy to see 
behind the wall which they 


walk past almost every day 
and this was our purpose 
in opening our doors - 
demystifying what goes on 
in our local hubs.” 

Visitors were welcome to 
witness the ‘salaah’ prayers 
and ‘adhaan’ call to prayer,

There was an exhibition, 
and henna and Arabic 
calligraphy demonstrations 
at the North London 
Muslim Community 
Centre next door, 
where refreshments 
were also provided. 

Speaking at the event, the 
mosque’s former Imam, 
Mufti Abdurrahman ibn 
Yusuf, said: “This event 
was long overdue. We 
hope that this is the start 
of much closer relations 
with our neighbours in the 
name of peace and unity 
and that this becomes a 
regular event.”

A park worth preserving 


■F YOU visit Springfield 
BPark and stand at 
Bthe top of Wilson’s 
BHill - the apex of its 
undulating landscape 
- you scan the gentle- 
flowing waters of the Lea 
Navigation, the wilderness 
of the Marshes on the 
other side, homes and, of 
course, the natural beauty 
of the park itself. 

But what you don’t see is 
how the park slices across 
history - striations that 
map out human existence 
in Hackney - from 
prehistory to the modern 
day. Springfield’s past 
stretches back thousands 
of years to the Stone Age, 
shown in the discovery 
in the 19th century of a 
Palaeolithic axe and flints 
found to the south of the 
14.7-hectare park. 

Later, the so-called 
Springfield Boat, an 
Anglo-Saxon canoe, was 
unearthed during the 
excavation of a children’s 
play area and a replica 


now sits in Hackney 
Museum, in Reading Lane. 

In more recent times, 
the park has played host 
to industrial factories, 
docks, as well as three 
magnificent villas, one 
of which was formerly 
a Tudor house that was 
remodelled by celebrated 
Bank of England architect 
Sir John Soane. 

Today, the park is one 
of Hackney’s most beloved 
green spaces, visited year- 
round. But in 1902, the 
site’s future hung in the 
balance, when the land 
was put up for sale. 

Locals, horrified at 
the prospect of forever 
losing this green treasure 
in the heart of crowded 
Hackney - then under 
Stoke Newington Borough 
Council - launched a 
campaign to raise money 
and for the land to be 
bought by London County 
Council. When the 
purchase was completed 
in 1904, the great

Edwardian park designer 
Colonel JJ Sexby set about 
transforming the land into 
the park we know today, 
removing two of the three 
large Georgian mansion 
houses (they could not 
be saved), later diverting 
Spring Lane which, at 


that time, ran through the 
centre of the park, and 
creating an island in the 
lake, and a bowling green. 
He also commissioned an 
extensive programme of 
planting and landscaping. 

At the ceremony to 
open the new park, on 15 



August 1905, the Clerk 
of the Council told his 
audience: “This beautiful 
park is now destined to 
minister to the health and 
happiness of the present 
and future generations 
of the enormous, and in 
many cases overcrowded, 
population of the 
surrounding districts.” 

Indeed, it’s been doing 
that ever since. And now 
the Council, working 
in partnership with 
Springfield Park User 
Group, wants to restore 
and enhance the space 
using a Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) grant that 
has been earmarked for 
the site. Ideas include 
refurbishment of all 
of the park’s surviving 
buildings, work to upgrade 
footpaths, play equipment 
and gates, as well as 
preserving the landscape. 

The Council is also 
asking residents how they 
think the HLF money 
should be spent and has 


undertaken research into 
the park’s past to help 
people decide. 

At a Springfield Heritage 
Day in the park on Sunday, 
13 March, from 11am 
to 4pm, residents can 
learn about its history at 
an exhibition in the cafe, 
lectures and walkabouts. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “We’ll use 
your feedback to help us 
spend money on preserving 
all that is best about 
Springfield and securing its 
future as a public space for 
generations to come.”

C |AIRE Martin, 

who together with 
business partner 
Ind friend Nick 
Hartwright co-founded 
the Hackney-based 
social enterprise Mill 
Co. Project, is telling me 
about the all-important 
‘Co’ in its name. “It stands 
for co-operation, not 
company,” she explains. 

The distinction may 
seem trivial but, in fact, it is 
central to what they do. 

“I grew up in Rochdale, 
the very first successful 
co-operative model was 
created there,” says Claire. 

The derelict cotton mills 
of her childhood stayed 
with her, symbols she 
says of ‘community and 
hard work’. At 15, she 
was working in a local 
trainer shop when she met 
Liz Birkbeck, with whom 
she would go on to found 
Mill Co, a co-operatively 
inspired creative agency. 
The pair remained close 
friends, though their 


professional lives took them 
far away from the shop and 
into what Claire calls ‘the 
London rat race’. Adding: 

“I was working as a PR 
and marketing manager 
for Wrangler, but I was 
getting more and more 
disillusioned. I was working 
long hours, commuting 
back and forth from 
Hackney to the West End 
... I felt like there had to be 
more to life.” 

So in 2008, she made the 
decision to quit and trained 
as a yoga teacher. Claire 
says: “I took a course, 
travelled around Mexico 
and Central America and 
realised I couldn’t go back 
to that life. I’d been chatting 
to Liz for years about all 
these amazing freelancers 
we knew who were fantastic 
at producing creative 
work, but less effective at 
organizing the business side 
of things and profiting from 
their creativity. I thought: 
wouldn’t it be great to bring 
them together through a 
co-operative agency that 
supports them?” 

She was inspired to 


found Mill Co, returning 
to London to set it up with 
Birkbeck in 2009. Birkbeck 
left to pursue other projects 
and, in 2010, Martin and 
Hartwright launched 
the organisation’s other 
half: the Mill Co. Project. 

It is predominantly an 
organisation that provides 
accessible work space for 
the creative sector. 

By the time Hackney 
Council moved its archives 
out of the Rose Lipman 
Building in De Beauvoir, 


in 2012, demand for the 
project’s services was 
rocketing, with requests 
from illustrators and 
photographers, film-makers 
and writers. Claire says: 
“Collaborating with the 
Council and moving into 
the building has meant we 
can provide studio and 
event spaces to local people 
at below the market rate.” 

She adds: “Every project 
we work on, every person 
who is involved is expected 
to give something back to 


the community. It’s central 
to what we do.” 

The building also houses 
a community hall/theatre, 
rehearsal space, studios, and 
event space, and the project 
has graduated to working 
with the major players in 
the UK’s cultural scene. 

But whether they are 
collaborating with the 
Barbican or the Royal 
Court Theatre, Martin and 
Hartwright ensure that free 
tickets are made available to 
the local community. 

In 2013, Royal 
Court directors ran free 
workshops in acting and 
scriptwriting for young De 
Beauvoir residents, and 
tech education organisation 
General Assembly puts 
on monthly talks for local 
people. Artists mentor 
young people on subjects 
from performing arts to 
multi-media, through a 
scheme called Arts Awards. 

Children’s dance 
workshops are free to 
Hackney Homes residents, 
and there is a broad range 
of events and workshops on 
offer that are open to all. 


Local charities also 
have space in the building. 
The youth carnival group 
Tropical Isles is based there 
and benefits from the same 
spirit of collaboration that 
its creative professionals 
value, with some members 
finding work experience at 
top fashion companies. 

Future plans include 
more studio spaces and a 
store selling products made 
by the Mill Co. Project 
collective. 

Claire says: “That’s what 
the Mill Co. Project is all 
about: supporting each 
other and bringing brilliant 
people of all sorts together 
to everyone’s benefit. 

“We’ve grown so fast 
that we now have eight 
buildings across London. 
But Hackney’s our home, 
it’s where we started and 
where we hope to stay.”

This year’s awards 
focused on health and 
wellbeing and recognised 
organisations which put 
staff wellbeing at the 
forefront of their business 
strategy. 

Client Earth were 
presented with the overall 
trophy after accepting the 
Air Quality Award for their 
campaign ‘Fighting for the 
right to breathe clean air’. 

The organisation brought 


a major case against the UK 
government over its ongoing 
failure to comply with EU 
limits for nitrogen dioxide, 
which it should have met 
in 2010. Client Earth drew 
attention to the fact that 
up to 50,000 people die 
each year as a result of air 
pollution, according to 
Defra’s latest figures. 

In April last year, they 
won the case, their biggest 
yet, in the UK Supreme 
Court, the culmination of a 


five-year legal battle.

Do the scrunch test and recycle your aluminium foil 


A SURVEY of Hackney 
residents shows that most 
people recycle their tins and 
cans, but do not realise they 
can also recycle tin foil and 
aerosol cans. 

Silver foil used to wrap 
sandwiches and keep food 


fresh can be rinsed and 
recycled. But some packaging 
such as crisp packets, which 
can look like aluminium foil, 
but is actually made from 
metallised plastic film, can’t 
be recycled. To find out if it 
can, scrunch the item in your 


hand. If it remains scrunched 
up, it is foil and can be 
recycled. If it springs back, it 
is probably metallised plastic 
film and not recyclable.

Mentoring centre reaches out 
to help more young people 

A LOCAL non-profit organisation is set to team up with 
a leading book publisher to help young people across 
Britain to reach their creative potential. 

Hackney-based Ministry of Stories, a creative writing 
and mentoring centre for children and teenagers, and 
Penguin Random House UK want to help at least 7,500 
children to build up their confidence, develop writing 
skills, and achieve better results in the classroom. 

The Ministry of Stories, which was set up in 201 0, 
offers innovative writing programmes and one-to-one 
mentoring for eight to 1 8-year-olds. 

It is hoped the scheme will grow and reach more 
children as Ministry-inspired centres launch across 
the nation. The publisher will also mobilise its staff and 
authors to volunteer and raise £1 00,000 for the charity 
in the first year, and also create new digital resources, 
including online toolkits for schools across the UK.

Forging baby bonds

Very few of them, 
however, will have known 
about Hackney’s role in 
the plot. 

In fact, when the 
BBC was preparing the 
storyline, a group of actors, 
directors, scriptwriters 
and researchers visited the 
borough’s East London 
Mother and Baby Unit. 

The unit, which is part 
of the City and Hackney 
Centre for Mental Health, 
cares for women who 
suffer severe mental health 
problems while pregnant, 
or after birth. It is unusual 
in that it allows mothers to 
stay with their babies, so 
they can develop a bond, 
while receiving treatment. 

The ‘EastEnders’ team 
met with a matron, 
consultant and people on the 
ward to ensure that Stacey’s 
story was treated both 
accurately and sensitively. 



The unit is the only one of every mother and infant 
its kind in London to be admitted to its 12 rooms 

accredited as excellent, and receives a programme of 



individually tailored care, 
including nursing support, 
psychological assessment, 
treatment and parent- 
infant psychotherapy. 

There is a baby bathroom, 
designed for mothers to 
bathe their infants easily and 
safely, and a sensory room 
in which mothers and babies 
can interact and bond. 

Modern Matron at 
the unit, Sasha Singh, 
said: “Pregnancy and the 
postnatal period are unique 
times in a woman’s life. It 
is often a joyous time but, 
for some women, mental 
health problems can either 
emerge for the first time in 
their lives, or they can have 
a recurrence of a previous 
problem. It is a real privilege 
to be able to make positive 
differences in the lives of 
these women, their babies 
and their families.”

Ingredients 

Baked fish: 

• 200-300g per cod fillet, pin boned 

• 24 crackers broken into crumbs about the 
size of peas, or an alternative would be bread 
crumbs 

• 2 tsp of fresh herbs (mint, dill, basil or chives) 

• 3 tsp of mayonnaise 

• 2 cloves of garlic 

• 1 tsp lemon zest 

• 1 tsp of lemon juice 

• Salt and freshly ground black pepper. 

Romesco sauce: 

• % cup olive oil 

• 1 one-inch thick slice of crusty bread, torn into 
pieces 

• % cup blanched almonds, chopped or slivered 

• 5-6 cloves of garlic 

• 1 tsp salt 

• 1 1 5-ounce can of crushed tomatoes or 
canned whole tomatoes (including the juice) 
and deseeded 

• 1 eight-ounce jar of roasted red bell peppers, 
drained 

• 1 tbsp smoked paprika 

• 2 tbsp of red wine vinegar

Baked cod in a herb lemon crumb: 

• Lightly grease a rimmed baking sheet with 
butter 

• In a medium bowl, combine the cracker crumbs 
and 1 tablespoon of parsley, dill or basil

remaining 1 tablespoon parsley, dill or basil 
with mayonnaise, garlic, lemon zest and juice 

• Season the fish fillets with salt and pepper 

• Place on the baking sheet, spacing the pieces 
about Yi inch apart 

• Brush the tops and sides of the fish with the 
mayonnaise mixture, then press the cracker 
crumbs into the mayonnaise 

• Bake for 8 to 1 5 minutes, or until the crumbs 
are golden brown and the fish flakes part 
when gently prodded with a paring knife 

• If the cracker crumbs brown before the fish is 
cooked, cover the fish with aluminium foil 

• Serve with a side of pan-fried broccoli. 

Romesco sauce: 

• Preheat the oven to 320°F. Heat the olive 

oil in a medium-sized pan over medium-high 
heat. When the oil is hot, saute the bread and 
almonds, stirring often, until they just begin 
to get colour then add the garlic and let this 
cook down for another 1 -2 minutes, stirring 
it once or twice, not too much, as you will lose 
the consistency of the sauce. 

• Place the contents from the pan into a food 
processor with the remaining ingredients: 
salt, tomatoes, roasted bell peppers, smoked 
paprika, vinegar. Puree this until it becomes 
smooth. Spread the sauce out on a rimmed 
sheet pan and bake in the oven for 1 0 
minutes, or until the edges begin to 
caramelize. Allow 1 0 minutes for it to cool 
down and scrape the sauce into a container 
so it’s ready to store away in the fridge.

Comments invited on options for traffic filtering scheme 


RESIDENTS are being 
urged to take part in a 
consultation to determine 
what traffic calming 
measures, if any, they would 
like to see introduced in the 
London Fields area. 

The Council had planned 
to trial a road filtering 
scheme in the area in the 
new year, which would 
have closed 13 junctions to 
through-traffic. 

However, in response to 
local concerns and high 
levels of public interest, the 
Council announced it 
would instead undertake 
an extensive, independent 
consultation before a 
decision is made on 
whether to proceed with 


any traffic schemes in 
the area. 

Options were presented 
to residents at a public 
meeting in December. They 
are: an area-wide scheme 
(the original, multi- junction 
closure to through-traffic); 
closure of Middleton Road 
only; a Lansdowne Drive 
bus gate with possible 
Middleton Road closure; 
Middleton Road width- 
restriction only; or other 
residents’ ideas.

H CKNEY has 
reputation for 
:ing a welcoming 
ace and, over 
the centuries, people 
from around the globe 
have found refuge in the 
borough from hardship 
and conflict elsewhere. 
However, this welcoming 
spirit was tested during 
the First World War. 

After Queen Victoria’s 
marriage to Prince Albert 
in 1 840 there was an 
increase in people from 
Germany moving to Britain 
for economic or social 
reasons. Many settled 
in communities such as 
Hackney, had English 
partners, families or 
established businesses and 
put down roots. 

On 4 August 1914, 
a series of events in 
international politics led to 


Germany invading Belgium, 
and Britain declaring war 
on the former. This was the 
start of the First World War 
in which millions of people 
died from 1914-18. 

Within a few days of 
the outbreak of war, the 
Defence of the Realm Act 
was passed by Parliament. 
One of its stipulations was 
for all ‘enemy aliens’ born in 
hostile countries to register 
with the police. 

There was sporadic 
violence against Germans 
and Austrians from the very 
beginning of the war. Within 
weeks, 57,000 Germans, 
Austrians and Hungarians 
had registered as aliens, 
with around 40,000 of them 
living in London. The war 
incited hatred against the 
‘enemy’ and this affected the 
sizeable German community 
in Hackney where there was 


a purpose-built German 
Hospital in Dalston to 
provide healthcare. 

The Engels were one of 
the local families affected 
by the upheaval at the time. 
A baker by trade, Nicolaus 
Engel was born in the 1850s 
in Wallhausen, Western 
Germany, and probably 
moved to London in his 
early 20s with wife Kristina. 
They lived in various parts 
of East London, including 
Whitechapel - where their 
son Joseph was born in 
1 8 80 - and in East Ham. 

By 1910, Joseph was 
running a bakery at 71 


Lower Clapton Road 
with his wife Kathleen. 

She was the daughter of 
Henry Lunken, a wealthy 
baker from the same area 
of Germany as Joseph’s 
father. His bakery was at 71 
Chatsworth Road. 

Newspaper reports 
show that on the nights 
of 5 and 6 August 1914, 
there were attacks against 
a German baker’s shop in 
Chatsworth Road. On 12 
May 1915, Engel’s bakery 
in Lower Clapton Road was 
targeted by a large crowd 
of people aged 16 to 53. A 
tobacconist, soap maker, 


piano tuner, laundress, 
packer, housewife and 
dressmaker were among 
those arrested that night. 

Attacks in the area 
and across the country 
continued throughout the 
war. However, Hackney 
also provided shelter to 
Belgian refugees fleeing 
conflict. Many people of 
German origin at the time 
changed their names to 
protect themselves and their 
families from the violence. 

In 1919, after the end 
of the war, Joseph Engel 
changed his German 
surname to Ingle, and 
his son Percy was born 
the following year. Percy 
continued the family 
tradition, opening the 
first Percy Ingle bakery in 
Clarence Road in 1954. 

The business has since 
grown to include branches 


of the bakers across East 
London, including on 
Chatsworth Road, close 
to the location of Percy’s 
grandfather’s original 
business. The next two 
generations of Ingles were 
both involved in growing 
the business and five 
generations on, Nicolaus 
Engel’s family tradition is 
still going strong.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.
